pected<f frpni^ ,the very beginning, for 
the fact being"'known.that a court of 
of inquiry had for some reason rec- 
ommended {hat he be given a gen- 
eral court martial for alleged neglect 
of duty in not reporting any' know- 
ledge that he 'may have had of the 
unseaworthiness Of tho 'tug. 


That he had,no such knowledge, or 


for that matter that nobody had any 


such knowledge, was evident to the 
court and the public from the very 
beginning of the caso. There was not 
a single fact brought out on winch Hie 
charge could have been based. 
In 


the first, place, it was 
in 
evidence 


that Mr. Tawresey was in Bath, Me., 
on special duty the day tho tug was 
loaded, and-the day -it sailed,"and it: 
was in evidence that iie had always 
had great faith in the boat being sea- 
worthy, so much so that he frequent- 
ly allowed his own children to go to 
sea in it, and those who know 
the 


home-loving traits of 
Mr. Tawresey 


can Appreciate this.1' It was in evi- 
dence at all 'limes that nobody olso 
had any doubt of the stability or the 
tug, even men who had commanded 
her years in all kinds of weather. 
'It' was" also 'brought out that Mr. 
Tawresey is one of tho most efficient 
and painstaking officers of tho con- 


struction corps, who's worth was ap- 
preciated by all the experts of the 
shipbuilding and naval expert, who 
testified.
